Your RadioShack Upright Cassette Recorder with Voice Activa- 
tion uses proven recording technoiogy to make recording easy 
and convenient. Recording begins when the recorder detects 
sound and ends when sound subsides, for hands-free opera- 
tion. The recorder’s microphone is sensitive enough for the 
boardroom, a seminar, or a lecture hall. 

The recorder’s features include: 

Upright Style — lets you view the cassette deck as it plays and 
records. 

Voice-Activated (VOX) Recording — records only when there 
is sound, saving power and preventing blank sections of tape. 

Tape Counter — helps you quickly find a specific section on 
the cassette. 

Cue/Review — lets you listen to recordings at high speed to 
help you find a particular section. 

External Microphone Jack — lets you record using either the 
built-in microphone or an external microphone. 

Semi-Automatic Shut-Off — automatically stops the tape at 
the end of play or recording. 

Three Power Sources — you can power the recorder from in- 
ternal batteries, or from a vehicle’s cigarette-lighter socket or 
standard AC power (using the appropriate optional adapter).

POWERING THE RECORDER 

You can operate your recorder from any of these power sourc- 
es: 


• four AA batteries (not supplied) 

• standard AC power (using an optional AC adapter) 

• vehicle battery power (using an optional DC adapter) 

Note: Using an adapter automatically disconnects the internal 
batteries. 


Installing Batteries 

Your recorder can use four AA batteries (not supplied) for pow- 
er. For the best performance and longest life, we recommend 
RadioShack alkaline batteries. Or, you can use rechargeable 
nickel-cadmium batteries and charge them with a battery charg- 
er. 

Cautions: 

• Use only fresh batteries of the required size and recom- 
mended type. 

• Do not mix old and new batteries, different types of batter- 
ies (standard, alkaline, or rechargeable), or rechargeable 
batteries of different capacities. 
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Follow these steps to install batteries. 

1 . Press down on the battery compartment cover and slide it 
in the direction of the arrow to remove it. 

2. Piace the batteries in the compartment as indicated by the 
poiarity symbois (+ and -) marked inside. 

3. Repiace the cover. 

If REC/BATT lights dimiy or not at aii when you record or the re- 
corder stops operating properiy, repiace the batteries. 

Warning: Dispose of oid batteries promptiy and properiy. Do 
not burn or bury them. 

Caution: If you do not plan to use the recorder with batteries for 
a month or more, remove the batteries. Batteries can leak 
chemicals that can destroy electronic parts. 

Important: The EPA certified RBRC® Battery Re- 
cyciing Seai on the nickei-cadmium (Ni-Cd) bat- 
tery indicates RadioShack is voluntarily 
participating in an industry program to coliect and 
recycie these batteries at the end of their usefui 
iife, when taken out of service in the United States or Canada.

Preparation 
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USING AC POWER 

You can power the recorder using a 6V, 150 mA AC adapter 
and a size M Adaptaplug™ adapter (neither supplied). Both are 
available at your local RadloShack store. 

Cautions: 

A You must use a Class 2 power source that sup- 
plies 6V DC and delivers at least 1 50 mA. Its cen- 
ter tip must be set to negative and Its plug must fit 
the recorder's DC 6V jack. Using an adapter that does not 
meet these specifications could damage the recorder or the 
adapter. 

• Always connect the AC adapter to the recorder before you 
connect it to AC power. When you finish, disconnect the 
adapter from AC power before you disconnect it from the 
recorder. 

Follow these steps to power the recorder with an AC adapter. 

1. Insert the adapter's 5.5 mm outer dlameter/2.1 mm Inner 
diameter barrel plug Into the adapter’s cord, with the tip set 
to negative. 

2. Insert the barrel plug into the recorder’s DC 6V jack. 

3. Plug the adapter Into a standard AC outlet. 

USING VEHICLE BATTERY POWER 

You can power the recorder from a vehicle’s 12V power source 
(such as a cigarette-lighter socket) using a 6V, 150 mA DC 
adapter and a size M Adaptaplug adapter (neither supplied). 
Both are available at your local RadloShack store. 
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Cautions: 

A You must use a power source that supplies 6V 
DC and delivers at least 150 mA. Its center tip 
must be set to negative and its plug must fit the 
adapter's DC 6V jack. Using an adapter that dees not meet 
these specifications could damage the recorder or the 
adapter. 

• Always connect the DC adapter to the recorder befere you 
connect it to the power source. When you finish, discon- 
nect the adapter frem the power source befere you discon- 
nect it from the recorder. 

Follow these steps to power the recorder from your vehicle’s 
cigarette-lighter socket. 

1 . Set the adapter's voltage switch to 6 volts. 

2. Insert the adapter's 5.5 mm outer diameter/2.1 mm inner 
diameter barrel plug into the recorder’s DC 6V jack. 

3. Plug the other end of the adapter into the vehicle’s 
cigarette-lighter socket. 

Note: If the recorder does not operate properly when cennected 
to a cigarette-lighter socket, unplug the adapter and clean any 
ashes and other debris from the secket. 

CONNECTING AN EARPHONE 

You can use an optional mono earphone to listen privately to 
the recorder. Yeu can also connect an external or pillow-type 
speaker (not supplied) to the recorder’s EARPHONE jack. 


Preparation 
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Note: Your local RadloShack store sells a wide variety of 
speakers and earphones. 

Insert the earphone’s or speaker’s Vs-Inch (3.5-mm) plug into 
the EARPHONE jack. This automatically disconnects the Internal 
speaker. 

Listening Safeiy 

To protect your hearing, fellow these guidelines when you use 
an earphone. 

• Set the volume to the lowest setting before you begin lis- 
tening. After you begin listening, adjust the volume to a 
comfortable level. 

• Do not listen at extremely high volume levels. Extended 
high-volume listening can lead to permanent hearing loss. 

• Once you set the volume, do not increase it. Over time, 
your ears adapt to the volume level, so a volume level that 
does not cause discomfort might still damage your hearing. 

Traffic Safety 

Do not wear an earphone while operating a motor vehicle or 
riding a bicycle. This can create a traffic hazard and could be il- 
legal in some areas. 

Even though some earphones let you hear some outside 
sounds when listening at normal volume levels, they still can 
present a traffic hazard.

A Quick Look at Your Recorder 
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□ Playing a Cassette Tape 

1. Press STOP/EJECT to open the cassette compart- 
ment door. 


2. Use your finger or a pencil to turn the 
cassette’s hub and take up any slack 
in the tape. Do not touch the tape. 

3. Load a cassette into the door’s guides 
with the full reel to the right, the cas- 
sette’s open edge facing out, and the side you want to play 
facing the compartment’s window. Then close the door. 

4. Rotate VOLUME to its lowest setting. 

5. Press PLAY c. The tape begins to play. 

6. Adjust VOLUME to the desired listening level. 

7. The recorder automatically stops at the end of the tape. Or, 
press STOP/EJECT □ ^ to stop play sooner. 



Notes: 

• To momentarily stop play, press PAUSE DD. Release 
PAUSE DD to resume playing. To conserve battery power, 
however, we recommend that you do not pause the tape for 
longer than about 5 minutes at a time. 

• To rapidly advance or rewind the tape, press FAST-F/ 
CUECC or REWIND/REVIEW The button locks down 
and the tape continues moving until you press STOP/ 
EJECT □ ^ . 
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• The recorder does net automatically stop when it reaches 
the end of the tape during fast-forward or rewind. Te pre- 
vent damage te the tape after it has fully wound to either 
end, press STOP/EJECT □ ^ to release fast-forward or 
rewind. 

• If you press FAST-F/CUE CC or REWIND/REVIEW » while 
the tape plays, you hear the sound at high speed. This can 
help you locate a specific portion of the tape. 

USING THE TAPE COUNTER 

You can use the tape counter to give you an indication of the 
tape’s position. Before playing a tape, press the tape counter 
reset button to set the counter te 000. 

When the recorder plays, the numbers advance to show the 
amount of tape that has moved past the tape heads since the 
tape began moving. When the tape rewinds, the numbers de- 
crease. 


Playing a Cassette Tape 
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□ Recording 

Note: For the best performance, use only regular length (60- or 
90-mlnute) cassette tapes. We do not recommend long-playing 
cassette tapes, such as C-120s, because they are extremely 
thin and can tangle easily. 

VOX RECORDING 

When you select vox recording, the recorder automatically be- 
gins recording when it senses a voice or other sound, and auto- 
matically stops when the sound stops. 

For the best recording quality, place the recorder about 1 foot 
from the sound source. Because the microphone is so sensi- 
tive, it will also pick up a voice or group of voices (such as an 
audience) from several feet away. 

1 . Load a cassette into the tape compartment. 

2. Set VOX to HI or LO. 

At HI, a soft sound turns on the recorder. At LO, it takes a 
louder sound to start recording. Experiment to find the best 
setting for VOX in your recording environment. 

3. Press RECORD o. RECORD o and PLAY <i lock down. 
Recording starts and REC/BATT lights when the micro- 
phone receives a loud enough signal (voice or other 
sound). Recording stops and REC/BATT fades when the 
signal ceases. This continues throughout recording. 
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Caution: Never try to force down RECORD o if you have 
removed the erase protection tab (see “Preventing Acci- 
dental Erasure” on Page 15). This can damage the record/ 
play mechanism. 

Note: If the audio input is too strong, REC/BATT lights 
steadily. Either move the microphone away from the sound 
source or lower the volume of the sound source. 

4. To momentarily stop recording, press PAUSE DD. Release 
PAUSE DD to resume recording. 

5. To stop recording press STOP/EJECT □ ^ . 

Notes: 

• If you hold down REWIND/REVIEW >l> or FAST-F/CUE <m 
while recording, RECORD o releases and the tape rewinds 
or advances. You hear the sound at high speed so you can 
locate the desired segment. 

• When you release REWIND/REVIEW >> or FAST-F/ 
CUE <i<i, the recorder begins playing the cassette. To con- 
tinue recording, press STOP/EJECT □ ^ then RECORD o. 

MANUAL RECORDING 

Manual recording is like VOX recording, except you control 
when recording begins and ends. Set vox to OFF, then press 
RECORD o to begin recording. Press STOP/EJECT □ ^ to stop 
recording, or press PAUSE DD in to temporarily stop recording. 


Recording 
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USING AN EXTERNAL MICROPHONE 

The recorder’s built-in micrephone works well in most situa- 
tions, but you can connect an external microphone (not sup- 
plied) with a Vs-inch (3.5-mm) plug to the recorder’s MIC jack. 
This automatically disconnects the built-in microphone. 

Note: Your local RadioShack store sells a variety of micro- 
phones. 

Set vox to HI or LO for VOX recording, or to OFF for manual re- 
cording. 

If the microphone has an ON/OFF switch fer remote control, 
connect the microphone to the recorder’s REMOTE and MIC 
jacks. Then you can start and stop recording with the switch on 
the microphone. 

RECORDING FROM EXTERNAL SOURCES 

You can record directly from a tuner, a radio, or a TV that has a 
Vs-inch (3.5-mm) jack. Use an optional dubbing patch cord to 
connect the recorder’s MIC jack to the headphene output jack of 
an external component. Set vox to OFF, then proceed with 
manual recording. 

TAPE TIPS 

Restoring Tape Tension and Sound Quaiity 

After you play a cassette tape several times, the tape might be- 
come tightly wound on the reels. This can cause playback 
sound quality to deteriorate. 
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To restore the sound quality, fast-forward the tape from the be- 
ginning to the end of one side, then completely rewind it. Then 
loosen the tape reels by gently tapping each edge of the cas- 
sette on a flat surface. 

Caution: Be careful not to damage the cassette when tapping 
it. Do not touch the exposed tape or allow any sharp objects 
near the cassette. 

Erasing Tapes 

To record over a cassette tape, simply record as usual. The 
cassette deck records over the previous recording. 

You can quickly erase both sides of a cassette tape using a Ra- 
dioShack bulk tape eraser. 

Note: If you use metal or high-bias type tape, the recorded 
sound might not be erased properly. 

Preventing Accidentai Erasure 

Cassette tapes have two erase-protection tabs — one for each 
side. When a tab is in place, you can record on that side. 

To prevent accidental erasure 
of a tape recording, use a 
screwdriver to remove one or 
both of the cassette tape’s 
erase-protection tabs. This pre- 
vents RECORDo from being 
pressed. 



Recording 
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If you later decide to record on a tape side after you have re- 
moved the erase-protection tab, place a piece of strong plastic 
tape over that side's erase-protection hole. Be sure you cover 
only the hole originally covered by the erase-protection tab. 

Caution: Removing the erase-protection tabs does not prevent 
a bulk eraser from erasing a cassette tape. 
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□ Care 

Keep the recorder dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry immediately. 
Use and store the recorder only in normal temperature environ- 
ments. Handle the recorder carefully; do not drop it. Keep the 
recorder away from dust and dirt, and wipe it with a damp cloth 
occasionally to keep it looking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the recorder’s internal components 
can cause a malfunction and might invalidate its warranty. If 
your recorder is not performing as it should, take it to your local 
RadioShack store for assistance. 

CLEANING THE TAPE-HANDLING PARTS 

Dirt, dust or particles of the tape's coating can accumulate on 
the tape heads and other parts that the tape touches. This can 
greatly reduce the performance of the cassette recorder. After 
every 20 hours of tape recorder operation, follow these steps to 
clean the tape-handling parts or use a RadioShack cassette 
deck cleaning kit. 

Cautions: 

• Never touch the front surface of the record/playback head 
with any metallic object. 

• Do not use a tape demagnetizer on this product because 
such demagnetizers can impair operation of the permanent 
magnet erasing device. 


Care 
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1. Remove the batteries and disconnect any other power 
source, then press STOP/EJECT to open the cassette 
compartment door. 

2. Hoid down the protection tab sensor, then press 
RECORD o to expose the tape-handiing parts. The tape 
head assembiy moves out. 

3. Use a cotton swab dipped in denatured aicohoi or tape 
head cieaning soiution to ciean the tape guides, record/ 
piay head, erase head, pinoh roiier, and capstan. 



4. When you finish cieaning, press STOP/EJECT to 

move the tape head assembiy baok and ciose the cassette 
compartment door. Then reconnect power.
